possible  requirements,  he  suggested  that  Greece  might  be 
prepared  to  consider  providing  temporary  guest  lecturers  at 
the  National  Defense  University.  We  reiterated  that  NTM-I 's 
needs  are  real,  that  Greece  has  the  assets  to  help  fill  these 
new  requirements,  and  it  is  important  that  Greece  carefully 
consider  a contribution  to  NTM-I. 
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
